A n “UTI restricted neighborhood” is what faces tho residential 
district of Brainerd. 
True, down in the business section, a new 
building code outlines the type of building to be erected, etc., 
but in the residence section of Brainerd one finds that. even that 
title “ residence” section is a misnomer. 
Nowhere, so far as we know, is there a lot restriction, build­ 
ing line, etc. 
in Southeast Brainerd, for instance, where a block 
of residences observed a kindly spirit and each householder built 
some distance from the lot line, a new man in the middle of th< 
block built a bittiness place flush with the lot line and partially 
shut off the street view of his neighbors. 
In the absence of any 
restrictions, a man may put a st ire in any section of Brainerd. 
The town of Crosby ha 
building restrictions that are ob­ 
served. 
Coleraine would never have been a model town it the 
necessary building restrictions as to t\p e of store and home had 
not been enforced. 
It is something in which Brainerd has been 
very slack and very careless. 
Take the m ath s’ of p n h 
. 
One householder builds back 
some distance from the lot line, his next door neighbor may run 
an ugly, view-destroying sleeping porch addition flush to the side­ 
walk and “ pocket” the view up and down the street of his neigh­ 
bor. 
Under the heading “Keeping Up a Neighborhood” the St. 
Cloud Times takes up other phases of this question. Theoretically 
A man who owns property ought to have the right to do what he 
wants to with his own land. 
Yet practically the man who dona 
just as he wishes with his ow n property may create serious dam ­ 
age to his neighbors. 
For instance, if a man who owns a home in a pretty resi­ 
dence neighborhood should put up an ugly chicken coop in a con­ 
spicuous position, the neighborhood is to some extent damaged. 
Heal estate promoters often establish restrictions on the use of 
land which those purchasing consent to for the benefit of the 
iieighlxjrhood. 
Some people may object to certain restrictions, on the ground 
that they interfere too fa r with private rights. 
Yet these con­ 
ditions may make the land more attractive to others because they 
seem to make the property more secure against deterioration. The 
bulk of the residence property in American towns has probably 
been sold without such conditions. 
An unrestricted neighbor­ 
hood must rely on the good sense of its residents to keep their 
property in good shape. 
People ought to realize that if they make any addition that is 
inappropriate or ugly, or if they put up structures unsuited to the 
location, a damage1 is done not merely to their neighbors, but lo 
themselves as well. 
The inexpensively built town may show so 
much refinement in its homes and the care given to them, that it 
looks more pleasing and livable than one in which the average cost 
of the dwellings was twice as much.

A n “unrestricted neighborhood” is what faces the* residential 
district of Brainerd. 
True, down in the business section, a new 
building code outlines the type of building to be erected, etc., 
but in the residence section of Brainerd one finds that, even that 
title “residence” section is a misnomer. 
Nowhere, so far as we know, is there a lot restriction, build­ 
ing line, etc. 
In Southeast Brainerd, for instance, where a block 
of residences observed a kindly spirit and each householder built 
some distance from the lot line, a new man in the middle of th< 
block built a business place flush with the lot line and partially 
shut off the street view of Ins neighbors. 
In the absence of any 
restrictions, a man may put a store in any section of Brainerd. 
The town of Crosby has building restrictions that are ob­ 
served. 
Coleraine would never h a v e been a model town if the 
necessary building restrictions as to t>pe of store and home had 
not been enforced. 
It is something in which Brainerd has been 
very slack and very cageless. 
Take the math r of f »■. h< >, 
One householder builds back 
some distance from the lot line, his next door neighbor may run 
an ugly. view-destroying sleeping porch addition flush to the side­ 
walk and “ pocket” the view up and down the street of his neigh­ 
bor. 
tinder the heading “ Keeping Up a Neighborhood” the St. 
Cloud Times takes up other phases of this question. Theoretically 
A man who owns property ought to have the right to do what he 
wants to with his own land. 
Yet practically the man who does 
just as he wishes with his own property may create serious dam­ 
age to his neighbors. 
F or instance, if a man who owns a home in a pretty resi­ 
dence neighborhood should put up an ugly chicken coop in a con­ 
spicuous position, the neighborhood is to some extent damaged. 
Beal estate promoters often establish restrictions on the use of 
land which those purchasing consent to for the benefit of the 
neighborhood. 
Some people may object to certain restrictions, on the ground 
that they interfere too far with private rights. 
Yet these con­ 
ditions may make the land more attractive to others because they 
seem to make the property more secure against deterioration. The 
bulk of the residence property in American towns has pr< baith 
been sold without such conditions. 
An unrestricted neighbor­ 
hood must rely on the good sense of its residents to keep their 
property in good shape. 
People ought to realize that if they make any addition that is 
inappropriate or ugly, or if they put up structures unsuited to the 
location, a damage is done ne t merely to their neighbors, but ie 
themselves as well. 
The inexpensively built town may show so 
much refinement in its homes and th** care given to them, that it 
looks more pleasing and livable than one in which tin4 average c ast 
of the dwellings was twice as much.

There was a baseball scandal last fall that looked so bad that Ran .John­ 
son, president of the American League, wanted the world’s series culled oft 
unless the New York Giants were declared Ineligible as the representatives 
cf the National League. 
For the benefit of those who did not hear of the scandal, a brief history 
of it will he repeated. 
Heinie Sand, a shortstop for the Philadelphia Nationals, went to his 
manager and told hint that Jimmy O'Connell, an outfielder from the Pue I fie 
Coast, who had cosf the New York Giants 175,000. had approached him and 
told him that there was $500 in it for him if lie wouldn’t "hear down.” 
There were only two more games tee he played and the* Giants needed one* 
to cinch the National League pennant and get into the world's series. 
Sand's manager told John [leveller, president of the* National League, 
a u l Reedier told Kenesaw Mountain Landis, commissioner of baseball. 
L a n ­ 
dis grabbed a train for New York and called O'Connell on the carpet. 
O’Con­ 
nell told him ihat Cozy Dolan, one of th^ Giant coaches, told him to do lf 
and he obeyed orders of his superior. 
O'Connell said also that Frank Frisch, captain of the team, Ross Young, 
outfielder, and George* Kelly, first baseman, knew what lie* had been asked to 
do and told him to go ahead. 
La mils called in Dolan, Frisch, Young and Kelly. 
Dolan couldn't re ­ 
member ti thing. 
Frisch said that ii lot of kidding was going on around u 
pennant-contending club. 
Young and Kedly na id they didn't know anything 
about it. 
Landis gave O’Connell and Dolan the itir and he absolved Frisch, Young 
and Kelly and ordered 
"On with the world’s series. 
Let Unit Johnson keep 
his shirt on.” 
Finally the transcript of the te-stimony was given to the* newspapers ariel 
a demand was made* for an investigation by the* New York district atto rney’s 
office. 
Landis turned over tin* evidence, with an opinion that It wouldn't hold 
in any court. 
The district attorney investigated. 
All of the* players Involved, with the* 
exception of O’Connell, appeared for examination. 
O'Connell refused to place 
himself within the* jurisdiction of a New York court unless he* was grunted 
immunity. 
Ile didn’t get it and lie didn't show up. 
The district attorney reported that he would not ask the grand jury for 
an indictment unless the commissioner wanted him to do it. 
The commis­ 
sioner said he would consider it. 
The commissioner also said that the e ase* 
never would he closed as long as any of the players Involved was alive. 
The scandal apparently died (lime. 
Nothing has been heard of it since* 
then from official quarters. 
Dolan aud O'Connell apparently have* accepted 
their fate and are saying nothing. 
Frisc h, Young anti Kelly are playing with 
a team that is dashing for another National League pennant. 
Landis is visit­ 
ing ball parks and playing golf. 
The club owners want to know "What 
scandal?" when you ask them about it. 
The attitude of the club owners apparently is that 
the* fans have 
short 
memories and that 
those who do peer into th** dark corners 
of the* closet 
once in a while are the "Well, what of it?" kind. 
The Giants have been razzed about it in Brooklyn, but it is purely par­ 
tisanship that makes the Brooklyn fans ride the Giants about anything. 
Heinie Sand, who turned in Hie* squawk that uncovered the attempted 
bribery, was cheered generously at all Hie Eastern stops. 
Apparently the “scandal” is dead and buried.
